MINT MAKES FEWER 
COINS, BUT DEMAND 
FOR CURRENCY IS.UP 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UP)— 
The nickel is losing its povularitv. 


‘The mint’ made only 149,064,000 


in fiscal 1949. The peak was 
223,870,000 in 1945, and the num- 
ber has been dropping since. 

Production of other coins is off 
even more. Banks reauired only 
a third as manv pennies in fiscal 
1949 as they did in 1945. Sixty 
million half-dollars were shipped 
out by the mint in 1945: in 1949 
only 11,455,000 were dispatched 
to banks. 

Meanwhile, the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing has been 
hard pressed to keep up with the 
demand for currency. In 1947, 
bureau presses rolled out 113.- 
000,000 sheets of currency, with 
12 bills on each sheet. In 1948 
the figure jumped to 124.000,000, 
and last year the number in- 
creased to 140,000,000.

“It now is up to the Senate to 
do something,” a high House 
Democrat told a reporter.

About the only thing that could 
change the minds of House lead- 
ers regarding an anti-lynch bill 
would be for the Senate to pass 
the other two bills. If that should 
happen, the House might decide 
to try to pass an anti-lynch bill.

Draft Bill Introduced. 

Chairman Vinson of the House 
Armed Services Committee today 
introduced legislation to keep 
draft alive but to bar 
inductions after June 24. 

The Georgia Democrat drew up 
the standby draft bill after com- 
mittee members, in hearings on 
the Administration’s request for 
an outright extension of the pres- 
ent draft law, made it plain they 
will vote for nothing stronger. 

The committee is expected to 
approve the Vinson bill promptly. 
It would replace the present draft 
law, expiring June 24, and would 
provide for registration and 
classification of 18-year-olds for 
another three-year period. There 
could be no further inductions 
unless Congress authorized them.

Priest Says There Is No Issue 
Between Catholics and 
Non-Catholics. 


Mercy killing is not an issue 
between Catholics and non-Cath- 
olics but is “‘a particular form of 
murder that is the concern of all 
right-minded people,” the ‘Rev. 
Patrick J. Holloran S. J., former; 
president of St. Louis University, 
said here last night.

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U.S., CANADA SIGN 
NEW 50-YEAR PACT 
ON NIAGARA FALLS 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 ‘AP)— 
The United States and Canada 


signed today a new 50-year treaty 
to safeguard the scenic beauty of 


output of the Niagara river. 

The agreement calls for fixed 
minimum flow of water at all sea- 
sons and for engineering meas- 
ures to prevent the coastline from 
breaking away and fjattening out 
the falls, and to distribute the 


flow of wate? evénly. 
All remaining water may be di- 
verted for power purposes and 
shared equally between the two 
countries. Placing the diversion 
on a permanent legal foundation 
is calculated to permit the “long 
overdue redevelopment of the 
power potential of the river” and 
the generation of "far more ener- 
gy” at the falls than now. Canada 
currently uses more of such water 
than this country, officials said. 
Secretary of State Acheson and 
Canadian Ambassador Hume 
Wrong signed the treaty in a 
ceremony at the State Depart- 
ment which climaxed nearly three 
months of negotiations.

Their detailed report, a booklet 
of 80 pages of fine print, was put 
out through the National Council 
.Against ‘Conscription. Signers in- 
clude Scientist Albert Einstein, 
Author Louis Bromfield, Chan- 
cellor William P. Tolley of Syra- 
cuse University, the Very Rev. 
John A. Flynn, president of St. 
John’s University in Brooklyn; 
James Patton, president. of the 
National Farmers Union; Bishop 
Gerald Kennedy of the Oregon 
area of the Methodist Church, 
and 20 others. 

Reserve Training Activities. 


The report centers on the ac- 
tivities of reserve officers train- 
ing units, military science teach- 
ing, research contracts with uni- 
versities, and what it. sees as a 
trend toward putting military 
men in high educational places, 
exemplified by Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower’s appointment as Co- 
lumbia’s president. 


‘Citing “the desperate need for 
world peace,” the group says edu- 
cation can provide the needed 
leadership in that direction only 
through “the spirit of free in- 
quiry unhampered by narrow mil- 
itary considerations.” 

It adds that “whenever mili- 
tary secrecy becomes important 
to a college, the political opinion 
of students ‘and professors, and 
their associations, become impor- 
tant and may be the basis for 
their investigation and dismissal.” 


The report says that in some 
colleges military subsidy of re- 
search has led to such inquiries 
and has placed some schools in a 
position of dependence on mili- 
tary funds for their existence. 


The group complains that “war- 
making is taught in more than a 
hundred colleges, each of which 
has its department of military 
science and tactics, while only 
two or three colleges in the coun- 
try have specific courses in or 
departments of peace.” 


Four Conclusions. 


Comparing military training 
with other parts of the college 
curriculum, the report reaches 
these conclusions: 

1. R.O.T.C. courses have a 
more prominent place than 
most of the social sciences or 
religion. 

2. A number of schools have 
large military science staffs and 
this “inevitably means a wide

Spreading of Lethal Radioactive Dust Called 
” Most Deadly Possibility — Making of 
Weapon Still in Doubt, Experts Assert. 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP). 
HE hydrogen bomb, if it works, could easily be made a suicide 
bomb to kill everyone in the world, four top atomic scientists 
warned yesterday. At the same time they said it would be 
another three years before it is even known whether such a bomb 
can be produced. 


If and when such a bomb is 
made it could kill slowly by poi- 
soning everything and everyone 
with radioactive dusts. 


The dusts would be carried 
around’ the world by the winds. 
The dust would be in the air peo- 
ple breathed. It would settle onto 
and poison plants .and trees and 
everything humans ate or: used. 


You could intentionally rig an 
H-bomb to do this, they declared. 
It would be simple. You would 
just put harmless chemical ele- 
ments around the H-bomb. The 
bomb itself, would turn these 
chemicals into the fantastic kill- 
ing dusts. 

You could make dusts _ that 
would stay active and kill for a 
few days, a few months, or as 
long as 5000 years. You could 
pick the kind of dusts you wanted 
to create. 


The warning came from Dr. 
Hans Bethe, physicist of Cornell 
University; Dr. Frederick Seitz, 
physicist of the University of IIli- 
nois; Dr. Leo Szilard, biophysi- 
cist, and Dr, Harrison Brown, 
chemist, both of the University 
of Chicago. They told of the sui- 
cide bomb in a University of Chi- 
cago round table broadcast over 
N.B.C., originating here. 

Dr. Bethe said the gloomy fore- 
cast depends on whether the H- 
bomb can .ever be made. Scien- 
tists think it can, by combining‘ 
the atomic cores of heavy hydro- 


geh to form helium and release 
tremendous amounts of enefgy. 
The H-bomb “has not been made 
—it has not even been conceived 
definitely how it will be made,” 
Dr. Bethe declared. He said he 
thought it would take a minimum 
of three years’ hard work to find 
out if it can be done. 


These are some other points 
the scientists made: 

The H-bomb, as conceived in 
theory, would create huge 
amounts of atomic particles called 
neutrons. These neutrons can 
change harmless atoms, like co- 
balt or carbon, or most anything, 
into radioactive, poisonous atoms. 

It would take only 500 tons of 
heavy hydrogen, whether in one 
H-bomb or a number of them, to 
make a dust that would kill ev- 
eryone in the world, Dr. Szilard 
declared. It would release 50 
tons of neutrons, he said. This 
would be enough to make a radio- 
active dust that would settle over 
the world. The dust would stay 
lethal for five years. 

Any nation could threaten to 
use such a bomb, in a. suicide- 
for-everyone ultimatum to get 
what it wanted, the scientists 
agreed. 

Bombs might be rigged in hope 
of poisoning only a certain coun- 
try or area, the scientists said. 
But the stumbling block is that 
it might backfire. 

It is known that the prevailing 
winds blow westerly around the 


world. Such high-altitude winds 
could spread the dust from a 
general suicide bomb everywhere. 
Exploded in the Pacific, the dusts 
would probably first affect the 
western coast of the United 
States. 


“Well,” Dr. Brown asked Dr. 
Szilard, “in that particular con- 
nection, would you like to express 
any opinion concerning the rela- 
tive vulnerability of Russia and 
the United States? It would seem 
to me offhand that with our 
whole west coast exposed to the 
westerly winds and having the 
whole Pacific ocean to operate in, 
that—if that kind of thing can 
be done—we are placed at a con- 
siderable disadvantage in that re- 
spect relative to Russia, because 
we have Western Europe to con- 
sider.” 


“Well, this one factor is in 
favor of Russia,” Dr. Szilard re- 
plied. “But there are other fac- 
tors involved. The whole ques- 
tion of getting radioactive ele- 
ments to settle ovér a given terri- 
tory is difficult.” 


The scientists agreed that most 
big cities are hardly defensible 
against hydrogen bomb attack, 
and that an evacuation program 
for the United States would cost 
from 15 to 25 billions a year for 
10 years. They estimated from 
30 to 60 million people would 
have to be meved. 


They also agreed that any 
such movement would cause a 
tremendous economic upheaval in 
the United States; that the Gov- 
ernment would have to bear the 
cost, and that it would have to be 
a pane not a haphazard move- 
ment.

ONESTY, intelligence and

His manner re- 
flects the rather automatic affa- 
bility which most politicians in- 
stinctively adopt early in their 
careers as a kind of protective 
coloration. 


Tells Them the Truth. 

Ribicoff has embarked ona 
quite astonishing political experi 
ment. The nature of this experi- 
ment, which began after he toured 
Europe this summer as a member 
of the -House Foreign Affairs 
Committee, is very simple. It-is 
to tell the voters in his district 
the unpalatable truth. 

On-his return Ribicoff made 
speeches throughout his district, 
and wrote numerous articles for 
Connecticut papers, about the real 
position of the United States in 
the world. He has now written a 
summing-up article, called “Eu- 
rope and Illusion.” 

“There are no breathing spaces 
ahead for this country to enjoy 
while the balance of power serves 
as a buffer between us and the 
world’s problems,” he writes.

Though it was never intended as such, the 
Voice of America may become a substitute for 
American diplomacy in some parts of the world. 
That is a logical conclusion from Secretary Ache- 
son’s statement on relations with Eastern Europe. 
The United States has been forced to recall its 
minister from Bulgaria. Events in Hungary and 
Romania make diplomatic relations increasingly 
difficult. The Secretary of State says flatly that 
the purpose of these Communist governments is

This is not what our Government would wish. 
Mr. Acheson says again and again that the 
United States maintains friendly concern for the 
welfare of the peoples of the satellite countries. 
Our intention has been to inform these peoples, 
more than their governments, that we seek peace. 

But the cold hard fact is that if the Commu- 


nist governments wish to make diplomacy -im- 
possible for us, or if they wish to break off 


relations themselves, there is nothing the State 
Department can do about it. How then can we 
reach their peoples? 

When diplomacy vanishes, the only voice 
America can possibly have in the eastern coun-

And though its 
effect behind the Iron Curtain may seem intan- 
gible, little by little evidence accumulates that 
the Voice is heard. , 

In Romania, Voice broadcasts about inflation 
created a buying spree. In Hungary, men and 
women have risked and received prison sen- 
tences for repeating what the Voice said. In 
Czechoslovakia, there was a near-riot when Com- 
munists sought to suppress a concert of Bing 
Crosby records largely popularized by the Voice. 

As for Russia itself, former Ambassador Wal- 
ter Bedell Smith estimated that “perhaps 8,000,- 
000 Russians have actess to news from the Voice 


of America one way or another.” The regain 


tion of such news, the State Department said, 
forced the Soviet press reluctantly to double the 
space it gave to foreign dispatches. 

Finally, the proof of the Voice of America’s 
potential influence is Russia’s use of 250 trans 
mitters to jam or counter the American pro- 
grams. This is a cold war in the air waves, and 
will we win it? It’s estimated that about 25 per 
cent of our broadcasts actually reach behind the 
curtain. That is only somewhat above a whisper. 

The Voice of America plans new stations, and 
more programs in different languages—if Con- 
gress provides the funds. Congress has been un- 
necessarily reluctant about the Voice. Last year 
the legislators cut the radio budget request from 
$32,000,000 to $8,000,000, then conceded the mis- 


- take and added $11,000,000 more. 


Now some of the diplomatic wires are coming 
down. If the nation is to have the strength to 
make itself heard, Congress will have to supply 
it. Radio is a limited means of communication, 
but if unfriendly governments silence our diplo- 
macy, what other voice have we?

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The Lauder Laugh 


St. Louis can remember Sir Harry Lauder just 
as a newspaper review described him here in 
1922: “The plump knight of the concave knees, 
mellow singing voice, kaleidoscopic tartans and 
fearful walking sticks.” ‘This description ontits, 
of course, the rolling Lauder laugh, which was 
the most important thing both to him or to any- 
one who heard him. 

Sir Harry Was a man who made a nation’s 
humor international. Perhaps the only recent 
American who might be compared with him 
was Will Rogers. No frontier ever stopped either 
man from making fun; both were, in effect, na- 
tional spokesmen. Sir Harry was knighted for 
his activity as a one-man USO in World War I. 
But the title rested lightly on the comedian who 
put a proper burr in “Roamin’ in the Gloamin’,” 
and who always found humor to be ‘a verra 
curious thing.” As he told St. Louis: 

“I mind woon time when ah was talkin’ to a 
member of the House of Loords. The houses of 
Parliament. ate uncanny gloomy. ‘Twould be 
strange if a bonnie laugh were ever heard. I 
dooted much if there was a sense of humor in 
a’ th’ nobility. So I asks the Loord, ‘Mon, d’ye 
ever laugh in the House o’ Loords?’ ‘Some times 
we dae,’ he admitted, after studying the matter 
gravely. ‘At what, mon?’ I questioned. ‘Why, 
when a member sits doon on his haht.’"” _ 

This is a funny story, but apparently Sir 
Harry thought the funniest ‘thing about it was that 
other people found it funny. “I ha’ played the 
fool,” he said, “because I like to make people 
laugh.” And that he did.

Race for More Than Bombs 

The hydrogen bomb, if it can be built, is not 
going to make obsolete industtial uses’of atomic 
energy from uranium fission. It will be a grave 
mistake if the United States slights its uranium 
fission atomic energy development program in 
order to concentrate .on the hydrogen bomb. 

The hydrogen bomb is just that—a bomb with 
no presently conceivable industrial power poten- 
tial. But the atomic energy race is more than a 
bomb race. The side which gets industrial atomic 
power first will have an incalcuable advantage. 
Farrington Daniels, a University of Wisconsin 
atomic physicist, said that dynamos using atomic 
-energy for power could be built in a year. 

But he did not say whether it would be done, 
or even whether the Atomic Energy Commission 
is doing all it can to accomplish that goal. If 


the hydrogen bomb can be built, and apparently ~ 


it ean, the United States must have it.» But if 
there can be industrial power from atomic en- 
ergy, and apparently there can, the United States 
must have that also.

Call for Rugged Individualists 

Will there be a need for private universities 
in the United States of the second half of the 
twentieth century? The record of private insti- 
tutions’ contributions to the theory and practice 
of education and to the advancement of knowl- 
edge says Yes. The desirability of maintaining 
institutions where special groups can teach spe- 
cial ideas and principles says Yes. 

The wisdom of having institutions with at- 
mospheres of conservatism and radicalism at the 
same time says Yes. Public universities normally 
must be too sensitive to the winds and whims of 
current public opinion to be able to foster either 
atmosphere. Yet an interplay between them, at 
close quarters, provides the cross-fertilization 
which is essential for the hatching and working 
out of ideas for sane, sober development. 

But private universities now are standing at 
the beginning of the road toward extinction. 
Like all others with fixed incomes, private uni- 


‘ versities have been hard hit by inflation. Their 


income from endowments is dropping, their costs 
are rising steeply. Piece-meal government 
grants have not been, and probably never will be, 
able to plug the widening gap. 

The, universities need to be bailed out. One 
solution, the one which seems to have the best 
chance of success, is much increased Govern- 
ment aid. 

But opponents fear the creeping and stifling 
hand of government control. They hope to find 
new and sufficient sources of revenue from pri- 
vate donors, and point to the large sums raised 
in such campaigns as those conducted by the 
infantile paralysis and cancer foundations as evi- 
dences that there still are vast untapped sources 
of private funds in America. 

Dr. Alan Gregg, director of the medical scl- 
ences division of the Rockefeller Foundation, 
asked here whether “rugged individualism can- 
not be applied to giving money as avell as mak- 
ing it.” If it can, rugged individualists had bet-

Winston Churchill is almost deified in this country, many

- The difference between the two men, so far as the relation to 
their own peoples is concerned, lies in the fact that Winston 
Churchill never did have the full confidence of the British except 
as a war leader, while F.D.R., apart from his war leadership, had 
won the support and affection of the American masses his 
championship of the underprivileged. 

IN OTHER WORDS, Mr. Roosevelt was fully abreast and often 
ahead of the political currents of his time; by contrast; Winston 
Churchill clung and still clings 
to an old-feshioned political 
philosophy that flowered in the 
nineteenth century, but is over- 
blown today. It is true the ex- 
Prime Minister has made con- 
Siderable concessions to the new 
trends in government, but the 
British are not convinced that 
his heart is in them. 

Then the British regard Mr. 
Churchill as “clever,” a word 
that has a-somewhat different 
connotation over there. A 
“clever” man in: England may be 
able and brilliant, but one who 
cannot be thoroughly trusted. 
The mousy-looking Clement Aftt- 
lee is definitely not “clever.” From Clement Attlee 
early manhood, he has labored 
unceasingly to improve the lot of the poor and the British know 
that he .méans it. 

IN ENGLAND LAST SUMMER, many stories were floating 
around in gentle ridicule of the Prime Minister. He was described 
as “the little fellow you see at parties standing by himself in a 
corner puffing on his pipe.’ At an ice carnival, one of the stunts 
of.a skating comedian was toe pick out of the audience the most 
average Britisher—the man with the market basket, so to speak. 
He skated around the ring and, stopping before Mr. Attlee’s box, 
tapped him. Of course, he was horrified to discover that he had 
chosen the Prime Minister of the land.

MR. ATTLEE’S LACK OF COLOR and showmanship should 
not blind Americans to .the fact that he has an inner serenity and 
strength. He is quite willing to remain in the background while 
Bevin, Morrison, Bevan, Cripps and other Labor party leaders grab 
the spotlight. But these men all know who is the boss and, in the 
final analysis, it is little Attlee who makes the decisions. American 
newspaper men in London liken him to a quarterback who lets 
others take the ball, but who is calling the plays and running the 
team at all times. 

The close oytcome of last week’s elections follows the pattern 
described to me last summer by leaders of both parties. At No. 10 
Downing Street, Philip Jordan, the Prime Minister’s secretary, said 
that whereas, some months before, he would have laid five to one on a 
Labor party victory, he would now lay only even money, The reason 
for the drop in odds was the current British trade and financial 
crisis, and the approaching question of pound devaluation. Besides, 
Mr. Jordan‘ pointed out that a party in power for more than four 
years always accumulates criticisms and enemies. 


AT ABBEY HOUSE, Conservative headquarters, talk about the 
forthcoming election was equally cautious. Gerald O’Brien, a Tory 
spokesman said, if the election were held immediately, he felt the 

onservatives would win by “a short head.” He admitted freely that 
a Tory victory would not mean a turning back of the clock so far 
as most of the socialistic measures are concerned.

WHY SHOULD BRITAIN go socialistic? Why to even the 
Tories fall in with such a program? These questions haunt many 
Americans. What they possibly overlook is, first, the devastating 
effect of two world wars on British economy and, second; the in- 
disputable fact that for 50 years British capitalism has been going 
to seed. For a multiplicity of reasons, British industry—in methods 
and productivity—has lagged'far behind the United States. 

On this subject, R. G. Bacon, a permanent under-secretary of 
the British Treasury, spoke quite frankly. He told me, that British 
capitalism before the last war had shown all the symptoms~/of senil- 
ity. Unable to cope with American progress, it had tried to shore 


itself up with monopolistic practices and price-fixing schemes. These 


competition-stifling devices are alien to a virile capitalism. They 

lead in turn to restrictive practices by labor “to spin the job out,” 

and the result is a moribund economy. ‘ 
x * 


SO BRITISH SOCIALISM is not something that the Labor 
party dreamed up overnight. It was something that English in- 
tellectuals like Sidney and Beatrice Webb had brooded about for 
half a century. In default of capitalistic initiative, socialism was 
developed as the only feasible alternative to a system which was 
not providing the British people with the means of decent living or 
the nation with sure promise of survival. 

Coal is a’classic example. British mines, under private owner- 
ship, were antiquated and dangerous and they were not providing 
the fuel the nation had to have. Mine owners were unwilling to put 


“new money in their properties for modern machinery, nor were 


investors interested in buying mining securities. So nationalization 
became not so much an ideological objective, but a practical neces- 
sity. Incidentally, the mines are being modernized and have begun 
to make money under the new regime. This despite the fact that 
the Socialist Government paid the mine-owners a more than hand- 
some price for their Siie yi

NO DISINTERESTED PERSON who has known England over 
the years can deny that the lot of the British people has been 
enormously improved in recent years. In such fundamental matters 
as wages, housing and clothing, your British workingman is far better 
off than he has ever been’before. Security measures, such as old- 
age pensions and national health insurance, are there to stay. And 
these are the things the British wage-earner thinks about when he 


goes to the polls. 


I asked Philip Jordan if there were not perils in dependence 


upon the Government and if there were not dangers that economic 
controls might lead to infringement on civil rights. He admitted 
freely that there were such dangers. The Prime Minister, he said, is 
acutely concerned about the problem, and has zealously sought, in 
his establishment of a socialistic state, to do so without sacrifice of 
the historic civil liberties of set ee « people.

His only son, Capt. John Lauder, 
was killed in battle and he never 
ceased grieving for him. The loss 
of his wife, Annie, was another 
sad blow. He erected a shrine to 
her memory on the Scotish hills 
at. Strathaven to which he paid 
periodic pilgrimages. 

He wrote his favorite, and un- 
doubtedly the world’s favorite of 
his tunes, “Roamin’ in the Gloam- 
in’ ” a year after his wife’s death. 
It ran:

When the Second World War in 
Europe broke out, the doughty 
old comedian—he was then about 
70—went about the country in his 
kilts and carrying his walking 
stick, raising funds at concerts 
and singing his old-time favorite 
songs. He had only to take his 
familiar pipe from his mouth, 
smack his lips and break out with 
his lilting melodies to win his 
audiences with such songs as 
“Just a Wee Deochan-Doris,” 
“She’s My Daisy,” “Stop yer Tic- 
, Jack,” “There’s a Wee 
House "Mang the Heather,” “The 
Waggle of the Kilt” and of course, 
“Roaming in the Gloaming.” 

Although Lauder practiced the 
traditional Scotch thrift, he made 
large donations to hospitals and 
other good tauses. 

Stories of His Parsimony. 

Sir Harry encouraged stories 
about his Scotch parsimony. 
Friends who gave him cigars 
found he had exchanged them at 
his tobacconist for his favorite 
tobacco. In Glasgow he once 
tipped a perter twopence be-, 
cause he said “he'll call me all 
the names in creation and every- 
body will be talking for weeks.” 

One of his jokes at which mil- 
lions laughed was the story of 
the gift of several pigeons given 
him by a fellow Scot. Sir Harry 
learned too late when he let 
them out one day that they were 
homing pigeons. They immediate- 
ly flew home. 

“That’s the kind of present one 
Scot gives to another,” he would 
remark. 

The passing of Lauder left his 
great friend, Jock MacKay, the 
only survivor of the famous trio 
of Scottish comedians— Lauder, 
MacKay and Will Fyfee. 


Lauder Played St. Louis Many 
Times Over 20 Years. 

Sir Harry Lauder appeared 
many times in theaters of St. 
Louis-—the Odeon, Shubert-Jef- 
ferson, Shubert-Rialto and Ameri- 
can—during the 20 years prior to 
his last appearance here in 1927. 
He was a favorite with St. Louis 
audiences. 

On the occasion of his last visit, 
one critic termed him “better, 
sprightlier, happier than at any 
time” since he made his first 

in St. Louis, at the 
20 years earlier. 

His appearances were not con- 
fined to the theater stage. He 
was a frequent guest of civic and 
business organizations in the city. 
On March 24,.1918, he spoke at 
the old Colisseum in the igterests 
of the Harry Lauder $5,000,000 
Fund for Disabled ‘Scottish Sol- 
diers and Sailors. That year he 
traveled 36,000 miles, visited 98 
cities and addressed more than 
2,000,000 persons in the United 
States soliciting contributions for 
the fund.

A compromise measure such as 
that of Representative Brooks 
Hays of Arkansas calling for in- 
vestigation of discrimination in 
employment, coupled with educa- 
tion of employers and public, 
would have meant a good start. 
It would have afforded a test in 
both North and South of inten- 
tions and capabilities, supplement- 
ing the experiment of state FEPC 
commissions which have now ac- 
cumulated a fair amount of ex- 
perience. 


F or Fanning Hate. 


Such a compromise eould have 
been accepted on a frankly lim- 
ited basis. Even the most pas- 
sionate proponents of FEPC could 
have accepted a test for a period 
of two or three years. They are 
not likely to get as much in that 
time if they persist in an all-or- 
nothing attitude. 

Then, too, honest advocates of 
equality of opportunity in the 
North had come to doubt the wis- 
dom of a federal law providing 
punishment for violators. They 
realized that such a law could be 
used in the South to inflame 
latent feeling against minorities. 


Both the Democratic leadership 
and the proponents of an all-out 
FEPC law seemed to abandon any 
hope of keeping a _ substitute 
measure in bounds.

One No. 2% can sauerkraut, 
one-half cup grated American 
cheese, one-fourth cup grated 
onion, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspden pepper, three table- 
spoons butter or margarine, two 
tablespoons diced onion, three 
tablespoons chopped green pep- 
per, six frankfurters, sliced cross- 
wise, one can condensed cream 
of celery soup, one-fourth cup 
milk, two tablespoons diced pi- 
miento, salt and pepper to taste. 

Drain sauerkraut (reserve 
liquid to use in vegetable juice 
cocktail) and combine with grated 
cheese, onion, one-half teaspoon 
salt and one-eighth teaspoon pep- 
per. Press firmly into a greased 
quart ring mold. Place in hot 
water and bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees fahrenheit) for 25- 
30 minutes. Melt butter or mar- 
garine in skillet. Add . onion, 
green pepper and _  frankfurter 
slices and saute for eight minutes. 
Combine celery soup and milk 
and add pepper to taste. Unmold 
sauerkraut ring onto a chop plate. 
Pour frankfurters and sauce in 
the center of ring. 


Frankfurters’ With Pork Hocks. 


Eight frankfurters or four pork 
hocks, one No. 2% can sauer- 
kraut, one teaspoon celery or 
caraway seeds, one-half cup 
sliced onion, one cup white wine 
or water, @ne medium-sized po- 
tato, grated. 

Place -frankfurters or pork 
hocks in casserole. Drain sauer- 
kraut and add with celery or 
caraway seeds and onion. Cover 
casserole and bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees fahrenheit) one 
hour for frankfurters and two 
hours for ham kocks. Stir in the 
grated raw potate and reheat. 


Sauerkraut With Mushrooms and 
Sour Creant. 


Open can of sauerkraut and 
drain. Cook two strips of bacon 
until lightly browned. Break up 
and add sauerkraut. Cover and 
cook over very low heat about one 
hour.

Several East-West teams shared 
top score on the board by bidding 
and six no-trump. Other 
pairs came to grief at six hearts, 
by reason of a spade opening and 
ruff, 

In still other cases, the bidding 
was opened by West with one 
heart, and when East jumped to 
three clubs, South came in with 
three spades. West promptly 
doubled, and that became the 
final contract. In these cases, the 
club king was opened. South 
ruffed and led a high diamond. 
West ducked and East won. Now, 
almost every East returned the 
low trump to stop any ruffing of 
diamonds in dummy, and this of 
course succeeded, but it was nev- 
ertheless a very bad idea. The 
defenders thus preserved their 
three diamond tricks, but South 
won, in all, five spade tricks and 
two diamonds, and went down 
only 500 points. 

Only one East-West pair col- 
lected the limit penalty against a 
three-spade contract. 

After getting in with the diamond 
king, this East laid down the king 
and queen of hearts. When South 
_ ruffed, he was reduced to five 
trumps. Now he gave West a 
diamond trick, and West con- 
tinued with hearts. This per- 
mitted South to ruff a diamond 
in dummy and establish his two 
remaining cards in the suit, but
